1 bad another eaU at 10itt5 R< this evening fron a Don Stewart, who 
baa a place of bualnasa at 2^33 Bla Street, naaed Contrast Eleetronlca. 
He stated that about *■ month ago, Jack Eul^ oana to ua plaee of bualneaa 
and wanted hid to eheek the aomd a()uipB<nt In his Carouaal Club on Elm 
Street. He said there was another mn with Jack who he thinks looka an 
awful lot like tbe deceased, Lee Oswald. Stewart has two enployees with 
hln, Charles *mdt, w/i«A8» who Uvea at the THCk, Soon 5l6» and a Robert 
K. Patterson, w/iii/33, WCA, Room 511. Tbsy havB discussed the above situa- 
tion between then, and all of thes agree, but do not think that they can 
poBltively identify Oswald as being the one who waa aceraipanylng Jack Ruby 
the day that Ni c«ie to bis shop, lion Stewart's home address is 121 Pleasant 
TtrlvB, Arartmnt 103. 

While wl» F. P. T. agent Ken Albert, making an Inventory of the personal 
property taken off Jack Ruby after his arrest In the jsll on fourth floor, we 
found a Western t!nlon telegraa where he had wired «??,00 to a man by the 
nans of Bennett In Fort WorUi, Thi s date and the Rtemp showed II1I6 AM. He 
also had over *2, 000.00 In cas* on him In his personal property. There are 
three or four pictures of the poster on the over pass, saying "Inpeach Earl 
Warren as Chief Juatlca".
